A PLOT AGAINST DIAZ

CULMINATES IN AN ATTEMPT TO ASSAS-
SINATE HIM.

Assailed With Brickbats and Bollets Dure
ing a Fennt ut the Palace, the Mexican
President Has a Narrow Escape—The
Cause of the Uprising.

SAN ANTONIO, SBeptember 25.—A prom-
“nent railway official who reached San
Aagtonio this morning from the City of
Mexico, and whose large interest in the
neighboring Republie render it wise for him
to be very guarded in what he says, relates
a startling story of an attempt on the life
of President Diaz. The story in briefl is as
follows: During the national celebration
on the 11th instant, an immense
erowd of people of all classes surged around
the Execntive Palace at night to do homage
to Disz. During the climax ot the festivi-
ies, while bands were playing and fireworks
were poppiog and sizling the Joudest, the
President, accompanied by his personal staff,
stepped out on to the front piazza in re-
sponse to deatening calls, to witness the
prrotechnie display.

No sooner had his martial form appeared
on the gallery than s volley of musketry
sounded above the din of mausie, fireworks
and yells, and bits of brick and timber be-
gan to fly around his head. He retreated
hurriedly to his room, followed by his staff.
Three bullets whizzed dangerously near
him. Forty men are known to have been
concerned in the murderons plot, 15 eof
whom are now in jail, and the others are
flecing precipitataly from the country with
the military on their track. The news has
just appeared in the Mexico Government
offices.

The reason of the attack is assigned toa
variety of causes, the most importsnt of
which is that the President is strongly sus-
pected of uetting of late with the cler-
ical mﬂy.“;theh is in direct conflict polit-
ieally and soecially with the Liberals, to
whom Diaz owes hig power, Mrs. Diazisa
devout Catholic, and several days ago
cntertained the Archbishop of Mexico in
the Presidental palace, which is the first
occurrence of the kind sinee the bloody
siege of the revolution that ended in victory
for the Liberal party.

The act organizing the county
provided that Springfield should be the
county seaf sod at the election held last
fall iv is alleged that, by the manipulation
of the ballots, it was made the permanent
county seat. The people ot the town of
Boston claim that Springfield has not the
§5.000 worth of county property necessary to
prevent the county sest from being moved
by a minority vote this fall. The only
available building for a county Court Hounse
was 8 hotel build Boston. A few
weeks ago this was sold nt a Sheriff’s sale,
and was bought by Springfield parties.

Saturday night a party left Bpringfieid

Boston with machinery costing $1,000,
intending to move the building t» the former
town and use it as a court thus pre-
venting the county seat issue being raised
this fall by resson of promioent improve-
ments being made. Rollers were put under
the building, which is the finest in the
county, and three stories high, and 20
teams were hitcbed to it. Inside the house
were stationed 12 men with Winchester
rifles. The building was moved about five
wiles toward Springfield, which is aboat 25
miles from Boston, when the ple of the
latter place diseovered the s.-kﬁua imme-
diately organized. All available horses
and rifles were brought into requisition and
pursuit was made,

Upon overtaking the party com-
manded a halt, which was an by a
volley of shots from the men in the building.
The Boston erowd then fired and a
battle raged, which ended in the Springfield
purty being driven from the building. Coal
oil was then procured and the floors of the
building saturated, It was thenseton fire
and entirely consumed. Great excitement
prevails, but owing to the isolation of the
towns, Springfield being over 50 miles from
Lamar, the nearest rdilroad station, news is
hard to obtain, Several ies arrived here
from Bpringfield lust night and departed
hurriedly after buying all the cartrid
ther could find in town. It is reported tﬁ
several parties were seriously wonnded aod
two killed during the fight, but the news is
not authentic.
